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NEEDLE’S EYE LOUNGE OWNER 
SUE CITY FOR COP HARA

Little Men, Inc., doing 
business as the Needle's 
Eye Lounge, 313 S. 5th St., 
has filed a federal law suit 
alleging the violation of its 
constitutional rights due to 


the continuing harassment: 


of Columbus vice squad- 
men. 

Charging defendants the 
City of lumbus, City 
Safety Director Bernard 
Chupka, Chief of Police 
Ear! Burden, vice squad Lt. 
Harry Dolby, police 
sergeant, Doyle Melick and 
Ptl. Gerald Sandvick, Little 
Men, Inc. filed a complaint 
which could result in the 
court awarding the popular 
downtown night spot 
damages amounting to 
over $1 million. 

The action seeks a 
preliminary injunction 
which would prohibit the 
defendants from the con- 
tinuation of harassment 
tactics leveled at Needile's 
Eye Lounge over the past 2 
years. 

The complaint. alleges 
that. during April 1977, 
police sergeant Melick in- 
formed the plaintiff, 
Needie’s Eye Lounge, that 
women were not permitted 
in plaintiff's place of 
business, 

In particular, women 
who were classified as 
prostitutes, by the defen- 
dants, were to be barred 
from plaintiff's or the plain- 
tiff would be cited for 
violation of Columbus City 
Ordinance, 2313.16(a) (1), 
a rule dealing with the 
prostitution problem. 

According to the charge, 
defendants did not inform 
the plaintiff as what 
guidelines were to be used 
in order to determine 
whether or not a person 
was a prostitute. 

Among the accusations 
Little Men, Inc. has leveled 
against defendants, in- 
volving infringements upon 
plaintiff's ‘proprietary and 
personal right to operate a 


lawful business,” are the 
vice squad's continued 
taking of photographs of 
patrons entering and 
leaving plaintiff's place of 
business, 313 S. 5th St.; 
the purposeful interference 


alleges that Sergeant 
Melick tried to convince 
Beard to leave and not 
patronize Needie's Eye 
Lounge. At the time of 
Melick's activity, “Beard 
was doing nothing more 


by—the—squad—with-—bar—than- drinking a beer and 
Patrons; the interference playing the pinball 
and intentional harassment machine.”

plaintiff's place of 
business; and the citation 
of plaintiff twice for 
violation of Columbus City 
Ordinance 2313.16(a)(1), 

Little Men, Inc. claims 
that the misconduct of the 
defendants, started in April 
1977, and continues to the 
present. Such conduct, 
Plaintiffs claim, is the 
proximate cause of plain- 
tiff's loss of personal and 
proprietary rights to _con- 
duct a lawful business. 

The suit further states 
that “on or about April 30, 
1977, John Denham, father 
of William 
manager of Needie's Eye, a 
shareholder and officer of 
the Little Men, Inc. cor- 
poration, was arrested in- 
side plaintiff's place of 
business for violation of 
Columbus City Ordinance 
2313.16(a)(1) by police 
sergeant Melik and Pti. 
Sandvick. 

Charges filed by 
Sergeant Melick against 
John Denham were sub- 
sequently dismissed at a 
trial held on June 23, 1977. 
The Franklin County 
Municipal Court ruling.that 
the Ordinance was not ap- 
plicable to the case. 

On or about May 3, 1977, 
Gregg Beard, a patron of 
the plaintiff was harassed 
and interfered with by 
sergeant Melick and other 
members of the Columbus

Two downtown area 
taverns, alleged to be hubs 
of prostitution and illegal 
drug traffic in the Colum- 
bus Sin ae thar hace 
could fail to eir li 
licenses eee this fall if 
the Columbus Police Dept. 
and City Council get their 
way. 

In a powerful and 
unusual plea to Council 
members last week, police 
chief Eart Burden urged 
Council to petition the 
Ohio Dept. of Liquor Con- 
trol to consider the non- 
renewal of liquor permits 
to the Needile's Eye 
Lounge, 313 S. 5th St. and 
J &M Grill, 240 S. 4th St., 
charging that these two 
establishments “nave 
operated their liquor per- 
mit businesses in a manner 


that demonstrates a 
disregard for the laws, 
regulations or local or- 


’ dinances of this state or 


any other state.” 

Burden's incisive” tétter 
disclosed that “within the 
past 18 months the City of 
Columbus has been

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Trial’s First Witness Advises 
Community On Upcoming Busing 


By MICK! SELTZER 


With desegregation less 
than a month away, many 
parents are concerned 
about how their children 
will be treated at schools 
where they're not wanted, 
and how they will cope. If 
anyone can address. this 
concern, there: are few 
people ‘around who know 
the meaning of being “not 
wanted"’ more than the 
spirited former Columbus 
student and teacher who 
was the first witness in the 
Columbus school 
desegregation suit. 

Helen Jenkins Davis, 
now 84 years old and still 
looking as youthful as she 
did at the trial two years 
ago, has been through it 
all and then some. There 
was nothina subtle about 
racism back in the early 
1900's, when Davis was 
that unwanted student. 

Relaxed in her 1100 E. 
Broad St. apartment, Davis 
tells about the response to 
her testimony, her ex- 
periénce with racism as a 
student_and..teacher,—her 
roots, and her advice to 
parents and students as 
they face desegregation. 

Although Davis was, as 
she told the court, “bitten 
so_much by that viper 
called racism that | almost 
became immune," she 
shows no evidence of 
hatred or bitterness as she 
recalls her experience. She 
is, in fact, radiant in a 
turquoise dress and 
earrings contrasted attrac- 
tively against bronze skin 
and snow-white hair. 

After her response at the 
trial, she had 34 phone 
calls, she tells us, 
checking her notes to 


make sure she has the 
figure right. Of those, three 
were hate calls. The others 
were friendly. many from 
white people she never 
knew.

telling her to keep her 
mouth shut. The letter was 
turned over to the mar- 
shall. “It didn't frighten 
me,"’ she says, exhibiting 
the spirit that was evident 
at the trial. 

Davis was a fitting first 
witness, for her experience 
with the Columbus school 
system was symbolic of 
what the trail was all 


about. As a student, she. 


fought to remain in a 
school system that seemed 
bent on gétting rid of black 
students as early as 
possible. As a teacher, she 
fought to be hired by—a 
system that told her she 
was not wanted. 

Davis was born in 
Columbus and from the 
fifth grade through high 
school, she was the only 
black in her classes. 
“Some teachers didn't 
want a black face,"’ she 
recalls, “but | didn’t give 
up.” 

Davis_remembers—her 
teachers vividly -- her. 7th 
grade teacher, “the first 
teacher who treated me as 
a human being,” and her 
8th grade teacher, who 
“nated blacks.” 

“| had to sit in the back 
of the room,” she relates, 
with the boys who 
misbehaved, and walk in 
the back of the line. 

“My mom said, ‘Sit 
where she told you to sit, 
get your lessons, study as 
hard as the other children, 
don't talk back’. They

to summer school.’ 

Davis found out about 
summer school on her 
\own, went and passed and 
was assigned to another 
school for 9th grade. When 
she went to her room, 
there at the door was the 
same teacher from the 8th 
grade. 

“She was so mad, she 
pushed me into the room,” 
she recalls. 

Davis did not think she 
could cope with the same 
teacher for a second year, 
so she went to live with her 
brother and attended 
Douglas School. “You kick 
-a dog too many times,” she 
explains, “he'll bite you. 
She would have pushed 
me once too often.” 

Much of Davis’ testimony 
at the trial centered on her 
experience in landing a job 
with the school system, 
and her observations 
during more than 36 years 
as a teacher with the 
System. Although she 
graduated from Columbus 
Normal with a 98.6 grade 
average, she and two other 
blacks were the only 
students in her class who 
were unable to get 
teaching jobs. The third 
time she applied, 18 mon- 
ths after graduation, she 
was told ‘‘There’s no place 
in-Cotumbus for you. We're 
not putting .any colored 


mother ard grandmother, 
both handsomely attired in 
the dress of their time. “My 
family came to Ohio in 


1825, she says. “My mother 


was born in Xenia. | was 
born in Columbus, the fifth 
generation in Ohio since 
1825. These people on the 
school board came recen- 
tly from Europe. They were 
telling me there's no place 
in Columbus for me, after 


we had paid taxes all those | 


years.” 


Davis persisted and went ~ 


directly to the superinten- 
dent, convincing him to 
place her in-a school on a 
trial basis. 

Despite all she went 
through; Davis has no 
feelings of hatred. 

Speaking of the present 
white board members, she 
said, “I see hatred all over 
their—countenances. The 
reason | feel I've done well, 
| don't hate anyone: Hating 
doesn’t get you anywhere. 

Davis - understands that 
apprehension parents feel 
about busing, but believes 
there is no alternative. It’s 
the law, she notes. If the 
board had done what it 
should have done earlier, it 
wouldn't have been 
necessary, but now they 
are forced to do what they 
didn't do. 

Davis has three great 
nephews who will be 
bused and is concerned 
about how it will go for 
them. “l would be ap- 
prehensive for fear they'd 
not be treated right,” she 
says. 

Prior to the meeting with 
this reporter, Davis jotted 
down her advice to parents 
and students as they go 
into desegregation. Her 
advice had a nice old 
fashioned ring to it: 


“I've jotted down some 


things about the future that 
| got from the past,” she 
states. “I'd like to ad- 
monish parents of children 
to be bused — children 
should be sent to school 
clean and-neatly dressed. 
They should be well 
groomed and show good 
manners. and good con- 
duct — not only blacks, but 
whites as well... They must 
watch their language. 
“Good manners: °and 
good grooming will take 
you a lot of places,” she 
goes on. “If you're talking

tion case, U.S. District Judge Carl 
Rubin ruled last December that the 
Dayton school system could scrap its 
busing plan. ' 

Porter, taking note of this ruling, 
argued that it provided ground for an 
appeal to the Supreme Court 
because the Appeals Court would be 
in conflict with the Supreme Court.

favorable remark on the soundness 
of Affirmative Action so long as 
goals are used and not quotas - that 
the Court’s bland statements are not 
the law of the case, hence, they are 
not controlling. 

Our review of the situation leads us 
to conclude that the Supreme Court 
“copped a plea” on this one. In its 
struggle to reach a decision, it 
sacrificed clarity, precision and 
quality of judicial leadership simply 
to get a job done. 

The highest Court of this land has 
the legal responsibility to render 
decisions that can serve as clear and 
precise expositions of what the law 
is. Its opinions are to provide 
guidelines to lower courts, lawyers, 
litigants and the public on what the 
law_is. We do. not-contend-that there 
must be unanimity of opinion. Nor do 
we take the position that opposing, 
dissenting or concurring opinions 
should be barred. Indeed, some of 
the early dissenting opinions of for- 
mer Justices. Black and Douglas 
eventually became the majority 
opinions of the Court. 


What we do believe is that the 
Bakke Case is a very bad piece of 
judicial decision making. It will take 
at least five more lawsuits and ten 
years more to clear up the legal 
hodge podge this-one decision has 
brought about. Sadly enough, Mr. 
Justice Powell, the “Swing Man” who 
made the fifth judge to join in the 
majority opinion may not be around 
to “swirig” the vote the next time. 

We believe as Mr. Justice Marshall 
believes, the decision is bad law, it 
set back the course of Affirmative 
Action and really has left the door 
open for years of litigation of the 
rights of minorities because of its 
ambiguity. Drawing fine legal distinc-

Sunday, Aug. 13, will be a day that 
will be long remembered. 1.) It will be 
a special election day. 2.) It will be 
the first recall vote on a mayor, 3.) 
Again the black voter will be on the 
spot.

Lottery Muffs Goal : 


Ever since the Ohio Lottery Commission held its 
first drawina four or five vears ago, we were of the 
opinion that one of its major objectives was to 
squeeze the numbers racketeers out of existence. 

Failing to accomplish this objective with its once a 


week television show, its sophisticated electronic 
gimmicks, this commission is being geared up to start 
peddling daily, pay-off tickets in hope of intensifying 
the challenge to operators of the numbers house 


racket. , 
In the meantime, the state’s legalized gambling 


managers have decided to drop the weekly Boob- 
Tube program which has been pumped into tiving 
rooms. of Ohio viewers for the last 3 1/2 years and 
replace it with a five minute drawing of the winning 
numbers. 

Like the weekly television promotion which was 
carried on four commercial and three public broad- 
casting stations every Thursday, the five minute 
drawing will:be televised the first and second. Thur- 
sday, beginning in September. The top prize of the 
five minute drawing will be $5,000 with the rest of the 
money going into a lower category of numerous more 
prizes. 

Although there has been a lot of talk about going 
daily with the Lottery, the popularity of the game 
having dipped to an all time low recently, poses a 
question of whether the concept hasn't been scrap- 
ped all together. 

And in the meantime, the numbers racket, five years 
after it was supposed to be knocked out cold by the 
state's so-called legitimate lottery, is still thriving and 
mom and pop are sticking to their pet digits with their 
nickels, dimes and two bit pieces. 

Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste, whether it was 
politically wise or not, has taken a position on an 
issue that most politicans would not dare to speak out 
on. According to a published report, the Democratic 
gubernatorial Candidate said he is against the death 
penalty. 

Celeste, the article reported, favors a “meaningful” 
life sentence with no possibility of parole, instead of 
reinstating the death penalty, knocked out recently by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Celeste obviously won a stack of brownie points 
among the anti-death penalty citizenry, but he seems 
to have lost his fight to spur Gov. James A. Rhodes 
into accepting his challenge to debate him. 
"Rhodes, right after Celeste announced the 
challenge at a press conference, issued a news 
release stating that he was declining the debates in-

The Case Against Congress 


The President of the United States operates out of a 
goldfish bow! -- his every move is subject to public 
Scrutiny-and criticism. Because the Executive Branch 
has. responsibility for carrying out the laws and for 
initiating new programs, the White House becomes a 
lightning rod for critics of federal: policies. 

Congress manages to escape that kind of pressure. 
It's easier to focus on the lone figure of the President 
than on 535 Representatives and Senators. But much 
of what is wrong with the country today can be traced 
to Congress’ inaction and to its often callous attitude 
towards the needs of the poor. 

4n-the-wake-—of-Vietnam—and- e there has 
been a massive shift of power from the President to 
the Congress. The loosening of party ties has in- 
creased the numbers of maverick Congressmen an- 
swerable only to themselves. And some nominally 
liberal Congressmen elected from more conservative 
districts after the backlash against the Watergate 
scandals have abdicated the responsibility to educate 
their constituents and instead have turned fyrther to 
the righi. 

This Congress is relatively inexperienced as well. 
Obsessed by local concerns, many Representatives 
lack the breadth of vision to transcend political ex- 
pedience and act for the benefit of the whole nation. 
And many are overly sensitive to singleissue lob- 
byists, fearing to act right on issues like abortion, gun 
control and others that arouse emotional voter 
responses. 

The result has been that this Congress is a big bust. 
Unable to produce a substantive record, some of its 
leaders just go after easy headlines. So Senator Byrd, 
the Majority Leader of the Senate, makes pompous 

atements about giving Andrew one “one more 
chance,” when he should be pleading himself for just 
one more chance to get needed legislation through 
the Senate. 

On both domestic and foreian policy the Congress 
has dragged its heels, it has failed to deal con- 
structively with such important issues as weltare 
reform, energy, and tax reform, preferring instead to 
take a precemeai approach by passing isolated amen- 
dments that often sabotage the intent of progressive 
legislation. 

fr example, the law authorizing community 
development bloc grants clearly labels the program 
as intended for the benefit of low and moderate in- 
come people. But when HUD tried to enforce the let- 
ter and the spirit of the law by issuing regulations for- 
cing local Governments ae gl those block grants 
to spend at least 75 percent of the money for the 
benefit of poor and moderate income people, 
Congress reacted. 

It came up with an amendment that would cancel 
the regulation, and mounted an effort to override 
Cabinet Department regulations. The intent is clearly 
to remove from the Executive Branch the ability to en- 
force the laws of the land. 

The same process is behind amendments that 
would end federal affirmative action compliance ef- 
forts. Congress strip from poor women the 
freedom of choice affluent women have regarding 
abortions. It is trying to weaken the Humphrey- 
Hawkins full employment bill, which should have 
been passed intact weeks ago, with amendments that 
would render it ineffective. : 

While pratically every Congressman gives lip ser- 
vice to the need for fiscal responsibility and efficient 
use of federal funds, Congress refuses to endorse 
sengetin those funds where they'll do the most good. 

e CETA program of public job-creation was in- 
tended for the benefit of the u economical- 
ly disadvantaged, bw‘ *t_now is primarily a vehicle for 
helping temporarily jobless better-educated skilled 
workers, most of them white males. The Administra- 
tion’ wants to target CETA funds to the poor and many 
Congressmen are resisting. 

Instead of pulling the teeth of the tax revolt by 
reforms that would make the tax system more 
equitable, ongress is bent on cutting capital gains 
taxes for the affluent and ramming through a tuition 
tax credit that would help relatively few moderate 'in- 
come families. 

Congress is supposed to be the voice of the people, 


‘but this Congress seems to be the captive voice of 


special interests and of forces determined to resist ef-

Director Of Drug Abuse 
Program Reveals Battle 
With Heroin Addiction 


By MARY TAYLOR 


When Gerry Brown was™ 


named. program director of 
the Human Resources 
Center Outpatient Drug 
Unit in April, it gave him 
“freedom of mobility” and 
the chance to implement 
some program ideas of his 
own. 

What makes Brown's ap- 
pointment so rewarding is 
that he has fought and won 
his own battle with drugs, 
although it was eight years 
ago. ; 
Brown, who earned a 
degree in recreation from 
OSU in 1976, sat behind 
his desk and was momen- 
tarily undecided as to 
whether he was ready to 
discuss his past. 

Brown became addicted 
to heroin in 1970 while 
fighting in the Vietnam 
War for 11 months. About a 
month before his tour of 
duty was over, Brown 
decided to quit. ‘I chose to 
go cold turkey~-because 
there were no other 
programs," he said. 

It_wasn't until the early 
1970's that Nixon’s ad- 
ministration began

for-Veterans, Brown said. 

“It was a drug infested 
country. We ate and slept 
over_there in it. Drugs 
helped to alleviate the 
thoughts-ef missing home.

.Brown said. In 11 months 
he went from 193 pounds 
to 137 pounds. 

Brown, 30, said he ex- 
perienced the whole gamut 
of withdrawal symptoms. “‘! 
Shook for three weeks, had 
the tremors and running 
nose. The hardest thing 
was hiding it from 
everybody.” 

During his last couple of 
months in Vietnam he 
began one of his first en- 
counters with drug coun- 
seling. He approached his 
commana officer with 
the idea of implementing a 
group counseling ion 
and his idea was accepted.
